Oklahoma City, Ok., Oct lo.—An at­ 
tempt to renew before the Supreme 
Court the application for release of 
E. W. Gist of Purcell, charged with 
violating the anti-gambling statute, 
which was denied by District Judge 
McMillan at Purcell, developed that 
Gist was not in jail, and the court 
told J. W. Hocker, attorney for the pe­ 
titioner, that before it would enter­ 
tain the case at all there must be a 
certificate showing a restraint of 
Oist’a liberty. According to the opin­ 
ion of District Judge McMillan, filed 
at Purcell yesterday, Gist was arrest 
ed while playing a game of “pitch,” in 
violation of tho anti-gambling statute 
of the Fourth Legislature. He applied 
to the District Court for release un­ 
der writ of habeas corpus upon the 
theory that the anti-gambling .statute 
had been suspended by referendum pe 
tit ions. In denying the writ the court 
held the referendum petition to be 
void because it sought to fix the elec­ 
tion for a certain day without regard 
to the governor's discretionary author 
tty to call a special election therefore 
the law had gone into effect on Oct. 
4, or by expiration of the ninety-day 
period.

The Wichita Indiana were the first 
known tribe to occupy Oklahoma as 
far as authentic 
history 
records. 
Coronado In 1541, in the New Mexican 
country known to his Indian guides 
aa Quivira, became fairly well ac­ 
quainted with the Wichita8 who then 
inhabited the country 
between 
the 
Arkansas river in Oklahoma and as 
far north as Kansas. 
From 1541 to 1719 but little is 
known of the Wiohitas, except that 
Spanish and French explorers and 
missionaries visited them and found 
them hospitable and semi-sedentary in 
their habits. 
In 1719 they had moved southward 
and occupied the country south of the 
South Canadian in the eastern part of 
the old Chickasaw Nation. At that 
time they had closed a long war, prob­ 
ably with the Osages, and had taken 
a number of prisoners whom they 
were preparing to kill and eat having 
already disposed of several in that 
way. Only one other historical inci­ 
dent is extant wherein a tribe occu­ 
pying Oklahoma territory Indulged in 
cannibalism. The Wichkas, however, 
neither before nor since have any rec­ 
ord of indulging in such practices, 
rather has history accorded them a 
place as a peaceful, sedentary race 
given to agricultural pursuits and 
having developed considerable com­ 
mercial ability. 
The tribes of che north and 
pushed the Wichita® below the Red 
river and for nearly 80 years they 
were buffeted about as the result of 
sanguinary contests between them and 
the Spaniards and Texans the later 
pushing them back into Oklahoma, 
where they settled <on the banks of 
•the Washita. 
They entered into a treaty 
with 
the United Stat es government in 1837 
and later moved to Fort Sill and 
thence to Rush Springs. The warlike 
Comanches caused their removal to 
Fort Arbuckle, the belief being gen­ 
eral that the Wichita® had been the 
cause of Major Van Dorn’s attack up­ 
on the Comanches. At the opening of 
the civil war they fled to Kansas and 
did not return till 1867 when they 
were placed on a reservation on the 
Washita river in Caddo county where 
they have since lived. 
As a tribe, though their long his­ 
tory has been on# of .defensive strife 
and turmoil, they have ever been con­ 
sidered agricultural and 
peaceful. 
They were communal in a marked de­ 
gree. Their homes, sometimes, con­ 
tained a score or more of inmates. The 
house was conical and tile beds plac­ 
ed on an elevated platform. The fire 
hole was in the center and the smoke 
hole near the apex of the thatched 
roof. The door holes faced east and 
west and near each hut was found 
their arbors and dry racks. Even 
day members of the tribe use the an­ 
cient hut Stone metates for grinding 
corn were used and several are to be 
found today in our school museums, 
one very fine specimen being in 
museum of the East Central j, 
Normal at Ada. They sold their corn 
and other products to other tribes and 
their women were fairly well skilled 
in the making of pottery. 
From the Wichilas, probably, sev. 
eral other tribes adopted their method 
of burial, that of placing the dead 
in the ground and erecting a small 
frame work or house over the grave, 
wherein the personal effects of the 
deceased were placd. 
Their dance—similar to the Green 
Corn dance of other tribes—was the 
picturesque “Horn dance.” The great 
tribal event which was looked for­ 
ward to with intense interest were 
the ceremonial races. Horse racing,
